A robust Emperor wonld not have an insn-
perable task 1o recovering from the symptoms
now dl'iPlIl_%‘l'-‘] in the ]-mll\' ]1'\Hlil“ of Fraues,
always supposing that empire itself is not a
disease of such a character as to be inenrable
by reform. It is possible that his Majesty
will survive the lntest symptoms of progress,
but who and what, finully, are to cure the
malady known as empire? Who shall pre-
seribe at lnst for the Emperor, seeing that hig
disease 18 France's health, and that so many
Fronchmen are interested in keeping his
Majesty nnder the wepthor?

The Bmperor is about to take np his bed
aud walk to Paris, if the gossips say truly;
bitt venlly his disease is only beginning again.
T he other day he signed decrees, nud received
liis Senate’s exhibit of the passage of the plan
of reform which he marked out several
months ago. Al this looks like business and
Lhealth, and to the gentlemen of the bead-
chamber his Majesty way seem good for ten
veurs yet. Nevertheless, the high priest of
.}-!l]'rti-lizlilli!'illl c¢annot t*ﬂcu[lw the disease,
whereof the Benatus Consultum, the Coun-
cils-Gieneral, and Prines Napoleon are symp-
toms. It is a right excellent malady, and
though it be poison to imperialism it may be
meat to France. The consumption of the
ewpire has begnn with reform and conces-
sion, and it is to be seen whether it musl die
a speedy or a lingering death. )

The passage of the Senatns (.-unhnll.bum.
almost exnctly as the Emperor sketehed it in
the first instance, wos a foregone conclusion,
and adds nothing to our news, We have no
trouble in agreeing with the commission
charged with its report, that the initiative in
law-muking, the right to amend and interpel-
lute, and to propose vrders of the day, t}n'-
publicity of debate, the consideration of the
budget in detail, and the principle of minis-
terinl responsibility so fuar a8 it may go, are
considernble changes. DBut France, once
tanght what it 1% to be fed with the bread of
liberty, is not willing to break ifts fast npon
anything short of a menl. The FEmperor's
concessions were no donbt generous alms iu
the eves of those who conceive that the
French ave more apt to he beggars than

choosers, DBut here ngain is unsatisfied
France, with a prince at its front, cla-
moring for more., und now the Councils-

General add their voices to the demand which
has gone up out of the late elections, Over
and above the Emperor’s programine, some of
the Councils appear disposed to ask rights for
themselves, That of Dijon has entertained
a motion for public sittings, for the right of
the Counecils to express themselves on every
important public topie, for the election by
ballot of local administralive commissions to
serve during three years, and for the disquali-
fieation of imperial office-holders to sit as mem-
bers of Conneils, In another Conneil & mo-
tion has been made for municipal independ-
ence, for the reform of the conseriptions,
and for the revision of the press laws.
Although we see it officially denied that any
considerable movement has baen made in
these department councils in the way of new
reform, the facts recorded are sufficiently in-
dicative. Prince Napoleon sounded a timely
note in his late spoech, which, whether it
were o not an imperial feeler, has found the
great I'rench instrnment rather londly in
tune, 'The illness of the Ewmperor, equally
with the ntterance of the Prince, makes sharp |
the significance of the hour fo France, and
we may now look for further progress in the
divection of the municipalities and prefoctures
in the saine expectation with which we viewed
the results ot the late elections, A new
Ministry with Prince Napoleon at its head, as
the London Zdnes  suggests, seems not
so probable as plausible; but municipal self-
government i8 evidently a fixed feature of the
new Reform bill, and the empire liberalized
is France becoming republicanized,

STHE WORLD" AND NEGRO SUFFRAGE,
From the N. Y. World,
We ave disinelined to give further prowmi-

nence to the negro suffrage issue, and have |

forborne to make any rejoinder to recent
articles in the Z'ribune and the Zimes asupil-
ing our position on that subject. In spite of
the Democratic party, the negro suffrage
question is forced into the State eanvass this
fail. We briefly called attention to this fact
in a recent article, expressing the opinion
that the Democrats will nnanimously vote
against that provision of the new State Con-
atitution which proposes to confer universal
suffrage on our negroes. Vote on this qnes-
tion we must, one way or the other; mnd as
the Dewmocratie party have never desired negro
suffrage, in this State or alsewhere, it is right
that their votes (since the question cannot be
blinked) should express their real sentimonts
and preference,

If the Republican party had not compellad
us to meet the gquestion, we would gladly have
ignored it, The Werld's allusion to it was
not gratuitous, because the issue is foreed
into the canvass by the Repnblican majority
of the Constitutional Convention who insisted
on such a provision, and by, the Repnlilican
majority of the last Legisluture who sulimitted
it to the vote of our citizens in the approach-
ing election.

We do not know that we should liave given
further space to the sabject if o 1:.-l.nhi|.-uu
jonrnal in the western part of the State had
not aspersed our consiitency, and thevefore

our sincerity, on this vexed guestion of newro

The ¢hief pivot on which our arghments
fturned on that oocssion wus the eardinal doe-
trine of the Democratic party, that the vagn.
lation of the suffrage belongs to the Btates,
and not to the Federal Government., Dafore
negro suffrage existed in the Sonthern Stated,
adherence to this principle would have pre.
vented its intreduction: but after it hnd been
introduced, it o |il.'111_\' furbade the inter.
ferenco of the Federal Government for its re.
moval,  In the state of aftairs then existing,
we could neither ward off the evil nor rodress
ity it was too late to assert the doctrine of
Federal non-interference for a preventive
purpose, and fmpossible to so chango the
political complexion of the Senato as to leave
the Southern States free to remedy the avil
for themselves, We therefore advised aeqni-
escence in an odions and abominable system,
on the ground of sheer nocessity; thinking
that, since the Bouthern negross were cortain
to vole, it was wisor not to interpose obsta-
cles to their voting on our side,

A public journal must be stapidly obtase
or thoroughly dishonest to charge us with in-
consistency and insincerity hecause wo are
still willing to prevent negro suffrage when it
can be prevented, though we connselled
noguiescence in il in the Sonthern States on
the ground that there was no practical re-
medy. As if a farmer were compelled, in
consistency, to set fire to his house, hecanse
incendiaries had got ahead of him, and made
it impossible to save his biurning barn.

Negro suffrage cannot be prevented in the
Southern States; and even those States which
stood ont in the most persistent apposition to
it, have at last coneluded to acquiesce in the
inevitable, But negro suffrage in the State
of New York is uof inevitable, and is cortain
to be defeated. If, unfortunately, we should
prove to be mistaken in this opinion, we shall
quietly accept the result, and forbear furthor
opposition when opposition shall have be-
come manifestly futile, Our position now is
precisely what it was in June, 1868, when, in
one of onr articles on this subject, we gaid; —

“ilad our New Y ork Constitutional Convention, list
vear, vompleted the deaft of o constitution and snon-
wmitted the guestion of negro safrage to the people,
the Democratic party of this State would have op-
posed it with all thele might,  But if, fu spite of all
we could do againsg It 1t hiad been addpted, we
shonld probably hoyve régoreded the question os sot-
tled, and have maile no attempt to reverse the de-
vision,

To acquicses in negro suffrage when we
must, and defeat it when we can, hns been
the uniform counsel of the World to the De-
moeratic party, through all the stages of this
tedions anud now nearly obsolete controversy,
We oxpect to defeat it in New York as a State
regulation, and if the fifteenth gmendment
should fail, as we confidently believe it will,
the regulation of the suffrage will remain
with the Btates, and ecease to be a Faderal
question.  We congratulaie the Democrats of
this State that the negro question will this
fall be presented as an issue in our elections
for the lust time. The tears all lie in an
onion that will be shed at its burial.

GOLD GAMBLING,
From the N, V. Herald.

operations, Perhaps the Governmenl may
have to find n romedy in some other way.
The question may avise as to the necessity of
demonetizing the precions metals and of
making a uniform paper money cnrrency
There 18 no donbt that our present mixed cnr-
remey, and the demand of the Government
for gold duties on importations, are the indi-
roct cause of gold gambling. If gold were
not in demand for the payment of daties, and
we were to have a uniform legal-tender cur-
rency msed as money for all purposes, the
pold operations of Wall street would cease.
It will be diflicult to reach specie payments,
however much gold there may be in the conn-
try, so long as these gumblers have eontrol of
the market, and, therefore, it may become o
question whether the Government should
not, for a time at least, demonetize gold and
make a nniform legal-tender currency s the
only mwoney of the country,

THE HABITUAL ORIMINALS
WORK.
From the FLamidon Saturdny Review,

The Habitual Criminals act is fairly in ope-
ration, Bome of its provisions have Leen put
in force during the past wesk., Several men
hive been sentenced to Smprisonment with
hard labhor, for periods excoeding two months,
a4 i punishment for assunlting the police. It
15 this principle of the new aet the eunforee-
ment of which will be kilown
and make a wider impression, than any other.
The *‘ronghs” of the metropolis have so long
been aceustomed to pumuel and kick the
police that the application of the longer sen-
tences will prodnce the same elfsct which n
chiffney hit produces on a vicipus three-year-
old. Bome of their kind it will entirely snb-
due; others it will ivate to wmadness, In some
distriets the new law will produce protonnd
quiet; in others, angry and vindictive repri-
sals.  But the provision for punishing these
asganlts on the police, though an important,
is not the most important, part of the new
act. 'The distinetive characteristio of the act
is that it has swept away one of the most time-
bonored prejudices of English eriminal law.
How often hiave tot we all heard the elVective
appeal to the jury and the andienece which
vibrated in the words, *‘Lvery Englishman is
innocent until he is proved guilty!” How
often has the most practised criminal —the
prisoner of eight or ten previons convictions
—been covered by the shield of this princi-
ple, not only from every proof of former
guilt, but from every hint at it! e might
Liave come ont of prison for the tenth time:
but the most indirect allnsion to nis former
life would have been denonneed, not only as
unfair, but as illegal.  And how much of the
roaming, roving, agoressive orime of the day
dn we not owe to the liberal gpirit in which
this priveiple was interpreted nnd carried out!
Now, however, there 15 an end to the exces-
sive lntitude both of its construetion aud of
its influence, The man who bas been the
sibject of previons convietions will no longer
profit by the studied reticence of the criminal
lnw in his bebalf, Part of his sentende, when
he is found guilty, will be that he remnig
under the observation of the police
for seven years. During these seven
years it will mot be suflicient  for
him to escape detection: he must also
avoid suspicion. If after a sacond
conviction such a man be suspectad by any
pulice officer of getting his livelihood by dis-
honest megns, then the onus will lie npon him
of robutting this suspicion. If he fail to
show that he is earning an honest livelihood,
he will then be subject to imprisonment for
a term not exceeding twelve months, with
or withont hard labor. ~The same punishment
will hang over him if he be fonud lurking or
loitering abont premises with the evidont in-
tention of committing, or aiding in the com.-
mission of, certain erimes, o

It nlso im-
pouses a penalty of ten ponnds on the lodging-
house keeper who knowingly harbors thieves,
together with a deprivation of license when
the landlord also l-;-.-i'l»\ a tavern or hbeer-
honse,

Thus, it will be seen, the g
omissions of our criminal procedure, and
pives new securities to life and property. At
the sume thwe it must be admitted that it
confers great powers on the police ~puwers
which, in the ul}ihinll of some Persons; nare
unconstitutional and dangerous, [t is uite
possibile, as they argue, that a man may be
twice convicted of robbery or violence and
yel may not justly come within the detinition
of an “habituxl eriminal.”  In such a onse,
they contend., it is unfair to subject him to
the supervision of the police. We cunnot see
the forece of this ressoning, A man
who, despite two convictions, determines to
be honest and to redeem his chiaracter, will be
encournged rather than disconraged by the
conscionsness that he hay constant witnesses
of his desire and efforts to reform, If he is
sincere. he will fiud, not an enemy, bul a
friend, in every intelligent and right-minded
officer of the forece. And be will also find in
the foree a strong protection against the nt-
temapts of his former mates o seduce him
back into the paths of crime, Moreover, it
st be remembered that the vigilance of the
police will be mainly directed to watching,
uot the subjeets of two, but those of five, ten,
or twenty previous convietions, Nor shonld
it be forgotten that a man of generally good
choracter, who has drifted into erime, is not
wholly dependent on his treatment by the
police for his future career.  Buch a man will
Lie gided, not only by the good opinion of his
friends and neighbors, but also by the season-
able sympathies of that excellent association

which has done so much to dispel despair
from the wind of the reformed convict, and
will now. we doubt not, redouble its endea-

vors to facilitute his return
respectable life,

U1 eourse this act way be abused hy stupid
or wicked nud malignant policemen. Of course
it 18 possible that a spiteful policeman may
worry a repentant eriminal back into erimne.
But the possibility is minute; and it may be
rendered infinitesimal.  The rvemedy for the
apprebended evil is to be found in the charae-
ters of the inspectors.
